southern France. The reaction of 
the

ranged—in 
the words 
of a su- 


preme allied headquarters spokes- 
man—from a warm xvelcome to 
conservatism.

It seems to us that current dis- 


cussion of the CIO's Political Ac- 
tion Committee ignores the real 


lssuc. That could be because the 
well-intentioned Hatch Act l.kc- 
wi<c missed the point. 


Probably there are some who 


contend that labor unions should 
not be permitted to participate in 
politics at all. If so,'they are 
relatively few and do not repre- 
sent the general viewpoint. 


Workers have as much right 112 


anybody else to try to elect their 
friends, defeat their..enemies, af- 
fect the course of legislative ac- 
tion. In practice, their unions pro- 
vide natural vehicles for such pol- 
itical action. 
And such 
rights 


cannot be exercised without ex- 
penditure of money. 


The real issue is not—or should 


not be—that. 
The real1 issue is 


whether millions of, labor union 
members who disagree with the 
political policy of their organiza- 
tion should be forced willy nilly. 
to' help finance policies and can- 
didates they would prefer to de- 
feat. 
Right now most unionism is pro- 


New Deal. But the ethics of the 
situation would be exactly the 
same if unionism were predomi- 
nantly anti-New Deal. 
In fact, 


there are unions which will sup- 
port Dewcy for president, against 
the will of a substantial minority 
of their members, just as most 
unions 
will 
support 
Roosevelt 


against the wishes of their mi- 
norities. 


A much more realistic and en- 


forceable approach to the prob- 
lems raised by unions in politics 
would be to amend the Hatch Act 
somewhat along these lines: 


Let it be provided that no union 


should be permitted to support 
any candidate, in any way. wheth- 
er or not the expenditure of money 
was involved, without u referen- 
dum ' open - to every member of 
whatever classification.

Cut, by voluntary contribution

N THESE days when "gasoline- 


less" driving makes it impera- 


tive to see "more" of less territory 
one has time to gaze around and 
speculate on some of the details 
of nature. For example when you 
go from Dixon toward Grand De- 
tour the first thing that attracts 
your attention geologically is the 
Rock river. Since the sides of the 
river bed are in many places al- 
most perpendicular sometimes ris- 
ing 200 feet in sheer cliffs and in 
other places the stream meanders 
around through a valley with more 
sloping walls it is known as a river 
in "late youth", that is one which 
has not quite reached middle age.

Y THE way did you know 


that geologists think that 


at one time the Rock river left 
its present valley up around 
Rockford and went straight 
south 
to

whence it still continued south 
to about the lower side of Lee 
county and then turned in a

northwest of Princeton I

HE Mississippi at what time was 


supposed to have left its pres- 


ent course just a short distance 
south of Clinton. Iowa, and gone 
in a southeasterly direction until 
about where it met the Rock river 
and from there it turned in a more 
southerly direction until it came 
to the present valley of the Illi- 
nois river which it followed back 
to its present course. At that time 
Dixon (if it had been here) would 
have been on Pine Creek arid its 
tributaries.

IFFERENT actions of the 


great glaciers made the 


changes in these river courses 
and as you travel two or three 
miles back fiom the river and 
see the more or less level farm 
land you arc then seeing the 
deposit Joft by the glacier. 
This is'called "till" and is 
composed of crushed and dis- 
integrated rocks on which so 
much pressure and grinding 


has occurcd that It is broken 
up into clust and becomes 
good tillable soil.

bed has cut through this layer 
of till and down through thick 
layeis of lock In many caccs.

HE cement plant on the road 


out of Dixon to Grand Detour 


is evidence of a big commercial 
concern based on rock formation. 
The manufacture of cement re- 
quites that there be no magnesium 
in the lock which is quarried. Since 
some is present in a great number

plant.
